Two more 
executives shot 

ROME, May 5 (AP). — Ter- 
rorists shot two more Italian 
industrial executives with bu- 
llets in the legs Thursday 
night while investigators qui- 
zzed aides of Aldo Moro to 
try to learn if the political 
leader’s family is communi- 
cating secretly with his kid- 
nappers. 

Umberto Degli Innocenti, 
51, an engineer for a Milan 
communications equipment 
firm, was shot on the steps 
of his home. Alfredo Lam- 
berti, 37, a Labor relations 
officer for a Genoa steel fi- 
rm, was attacked as be wa- 
lked near the Genoa railway 
station. 

They were the third and 
fourth men shot' in the legs 
within nine days. The Red 
Brigades, announced it was 
responsible for all four att- 
acks. 
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the guerrillas charged. 

The Red Brigades said their 
campaign against the state 
would continue and had not 
been undermined by help re- 
cently given to the governm- 
ent by foreign experts. 

"No German, English or Am- 
erican specialist ... has succee- 
ded in the least in holding 
back the growing offensive of 
the fighting communist forces,” 
they declared. 

The guerrillas also announ-

The communique was the 
ninth in a series from the far- 
left extremists who kidnap- 
ped Mr. Moro on a Rome str- 
eet on March 16.

The statement was released 
shortly after the government’s 
inter-ministerial security com- 
mittee reaffirmed Italy’s hard 
line of rejecting the Red Bri- 
gades’ demand for the release 
of 13 detained extremists in 
return of Mr. Moro. 

The committee also rejec-

Commenting on their pris- 
oner exchange demand, the 
Red Brigades said “we must 
record the clear refusal of the 
Christian Democratic Party, 
the government and the acco- 
mplices who support it and th- 
eir declared unwillingness to 
be -anything other than they 
have been so far."

BEIRUT. May 5 (R). — Pales- 
tinian commando leader Yass- 
er Arafat and the commander 
of U.N. peace troops in Leba- 
non ended more than two ho- 
urs of tough talk today with- 
out agreement on bow to pre- 
vent fresh clashes in the war- 
shattered south, reliable sour- 
ces said. 

The talks between Mr. Ara- 
fat and Maj.-Gen. Emmanuel 
Erskine, the Ghanaian comm- 
ander of the United Nations 
Interim Force in Lebanon (UN- 
IFIL), were called after three 
UN. soldiers died in fierce fi- 
ghting with leftist guerrillas 
last Tuesday. 

Mr. Arafat believes that UN- 
IFIL should concern itself only 
with supervising the pull out of 
the Israeli invading troops wh- 
ile Gen. Erskine considers 
that UNIFIL must also preve- 
nt the movement of armed 
men across the lines in south- 
ern Lebanon. 


"Reconciling these two vie- 
ws is a bit like squaring the 
circle,” one Palestinian official 
remarked, “So far, there is no 
sign of success in that task.” 

Pledge 

The sources said that at to- 
day's talks Mr. Arafat reiter- 
ated an earlier pledge of PLO 
backing for efforts to achieve 
the withdrawal of Israel’s occ- 
upation army. He also stres- 
sed, the need for coordination 
to prevent a recurrence of Tu- 
esday's battles.

French planes strafe 
attacking polisario

— U.S. President Jimmy Car- 
ter is seriously considering a 
Congressional compromise on 
Middle East jet sales that wo- 
uld provide even more warpla- 
nes to Israel in coming years. 
White House sources say. The 
sources, who asked not to be 
named, said no decision has 
been readied but that consi- 
deration is being given to issu- 
ing a letter of intent to sell 
Israel an unspecified number 
of additional planes, perhaps 
in the period between 1984 
and 1987. 

The sources told Associated 
Press Radio, however, that the 
administration will not on any 
account reduce the number of 
planes in the deal for Saudi 
Arabia despite the urging of 
some members of Congress. 

The $4.8-billion jet deal now 
before Congress would send 60 
F-15 fighters to Saudi Arabia, 
50 F-5E jets to Egypt and 15 
F-I5s and 75 FI6s to Israel. 

A source on the Senate Fo- 
reign Relations Committee co- 
nfirmed. meanwhile, that the 
search for a compromise is co- 
ntinuing and that the situati- 
on remains fluid. That source 
also asked to remain anonym- 
ous. 

Congress had 30 days from 
last Friday to reject the pro- 
posed sales if it wishes. To 
block the deal both Houses 
must adopt resolutions of dis- 
approval by May 28. 

Without forecasting a final 
victory, the White House sou- 
rces said the administration 
has a margin of votes in its 
favour on the Senate floor. Th- 
ey acknowledged, however, th- 
at they have virtually no cha- 
nce of prevailing in the Senate 
committee and are behind in 
House vote counts. 

Serious consideration 

The sources said the comp- 
romise is being given serious 
consideration because the ad- 
ministration does not want to 
risk derailing sensitive Midea- 
st peace negotiations. It also 
was described as sensitive to 
the election woes of legislators 
worried about the reaction of 
their Jewish constituents. 

Despite the Congressional 
overture, there is no assuran- 
ce that Israel’s supporters in 
Congress who are critical of 
the jet deal will find the com- 
promise acceptable. 

The White House sources st- 
ressed that the compromise 
plan originated in Congress, 
not the administration. But, 
one said, "we’re not rejecting 
out of hand any Congressional 
overtures.”

Keep dollars

OPEC oil prices are curren- 
tly set unilaterally in dollars. 
The base price is $12.70 per 42- 
gallon barrel for what is known 
as Ras> Tanura light, a Saudi 
variety. Other prices are ‘ad- 
justed to reflect differing qu- 
alities. 


There have been suggestions 
by some OPEC members, no- 
tably the richer members of 
the Gulf states that prices be 
denominated in some “basket” 
of currencies. This would pro- 
tect the producers since if the 
dollar weakened compared to 
this basket, they would simply 
ask for more of them. 

The richest OPEC country, 
Saudi Arabia, has opposed this 
but some other members have 
suggested that they be paid 
in something other than doll- 
ars. This would have the eff- 
ect of causing the dollar to 
weaken even more, since ma- 
jor oil buyers would not de- 
mand so much American curr- 
encies on foreign exchange ma- 
rkets. 

Because of this effect, such 
a shift has been most vigorou- 
sly opposed by Saudi Arabia, 
which has perhaps $40 billion 
in the bank and does not want 
to see their value drop further. 

Venezuela's commitment to 
dollars has a different basis: 
It buys the vast majority of its 
imports from the United Sta- 
tes, so it is relatively less affe- 
cted than, say, Iran, which bu- 
ys heavily from West Germany. 
The value of the Mark, on a 
trade-weighted basis, rose 8.1 
per cent last year, and has co- 
ntinued to gain.

own.

Addressing a gilt-edged au- 
dience of businessmen at a 
New York economic dub din- 
ner Thursday night, Begin ca- 
tapulted the proposed package 
sale of jets to Saudi Arabia, 
Egypt and Israel into the mo- 
ral arena. 

“Let America not aggravate 
the danger to that small coun- 
try called Israel --a faithful 
ally of the United States,” he 
said, specifically criticizing the 
proposed sale of 75 F-15 jet fi- 
ghters to Saudi Arabia. 

Another view 

A contrary view was taken, 
by George W. Ball. an-Under- 
secretary of State under Presi- 
dents John F. Kennedy and 
Lyndon B. Johnson and one of 
two club moderators who rep- 
pered Begin with questions. 
Ball said it would be unwise 
to turn down the Saudi re- 
quest “for Instruments it feels 
it requires for its self-defen- 
ce.” 

He cited recent statements 
by Saudi leaders who said they 
would turn elsewhere -- pos- 
sibly to France and its Mirage 
jets --If Congress rejected the 
request. Ball said such a move 
would undermine U.S.-Sau- 
di relations and the Saudis’ 
role as a broker between Arab

Re- 
presentation for the Palestin- 
ians is a major stumbling block 
in Middle East peace efforts. 
Israel refuses to bargain with 
the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nisation (PLO). 
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Not enemies, but 
brothers & sisters 

The various events taking place in the United 
States this week, revolving around the visit there 
of Israel’s Premier Menachem Begin and the contest 
in the U.S. Congress over selling warplanes to Egypt, 
Saudi Arabia and Israel, are as fine an example as 
we will ever have of the full force of Zionist mis- 
information and deceitful propaganda. Mr. Begin told 
a Chicago rally “...there will not be a so-called 
Palestinian state ruled by our implacable enemies,” 
and the leading Israeli lobbying group, the American 
Israel Public Affairs Committee (AIPAC), has sent 
copies of the book “Holocaust”, with accompanying 
letters and pamphlets, to all members of Congress, 
key administration officials and leading news report- 
ers and commentators in Washington. The book 
“Holocaust” is based on the television series recently 
aired in the United States depicting the inhuman 
treatment of European Jews under Nazi Germany. 
The AEPAC letter said in part, “this c hillin g account 
of the extermination of six million Jews underscores 
Israel’s concerns during the current negotiations for 
security without reliance on outside guarantees.” 

All this, of course, is standard Zionist lobbying 
in action. But it seems especially grotesque to us 
today, amid the public peace aspirations of the Arabs 
as symbolised by the Sadat initiative, for Israel 
crudely to bring back memories of the holocaust and 
to graft onto this horrifying memory an association 
with the Arabs of today. 

Mr. Begin’s insistence on calling the Palestinians 
his “implacable enemies” is testament to how much 
his view of the contemporary world is falsely altered 
by his experiences under the Nazis. The Palestinians 
are not the enemies of the Jews. They are their 
brothers and sisters, and like all brothers and sisters, 
they want to share with them their common, 
ancestral home. 

Mr. Begin will have to see someday that peace j 
and security will come to Palestine only when the I 
land of Palestine is shared by the Israelis and the j 
Palestinians who have lived there together for the | 
past several thousand years. To seek to effect 
political changes in the contemporary Middle East 
by evoking ghastly memories of past European crimes 
is bad statesmanship and an untimely evasion of the 
responsibilities of leadership. Mr. Begin and AIPAC 
are making peace and security for Israel more distant, 
not more likely. They are dooming their children to 
having to hand out c hillin g history books and to 
propagate false associations as they are doing them- 
selves today. This is a cycle of war, not a cycle of 
peace, and someday Mr. Begin will have to under- 
stand this, and make peace with his Palestinian 
brothers and sisters.

Spedal to the Jordan Times 

Pat and Chesley Judy and 
their four children have found 
an inexpensive way to enjoy 
vacations and to set to know 
Jordan. It’s called camping. 

The Judys, who have been 
In Jordan for two years 
he works in the consular sec- 
tion of the American embassy 
-- contrast the experience of 
Aqaba from a camp site and a 
hotel. 

Mrs. Judy said: ‘To see the 
sun coming up, the fish jump- 
ing in the gulf, and the sun- 
sets in solitude and silence - - 
the effort is worth it for that. 
The stars at night are magni- 
ficent, something you can’t 
experience except in the open. 
In a hotel, curtains have to 
be drawn for privacy and you 
miss bang awakened by the 
first rays of the sun. We’ve 
tried a hotel, but camping is 
our ©reference.” 

Jordan is small enough so 
that it is possible to reach 
any comer of the country wi- 
thin hours, large enough to 
offer variety. The air is ex- 
ceptionally pure, making it a 
pleasure to be outdoors. The 
Judys have found the people 
to be both friendlv and hon- 
est. “We feel completely safe 
camping out.” 

T think Jordan has fantas- 
tic camping weather,” she co- 
ntinued, “especially In die 
spring and fall.” 

Dibbeen National Forest 
next to Jarash, is a pleasant 
place for s umm er camping, 
and a good place for inexper- 
ienced campers: camp sites 

are laid out and the distance 
from Amman is short It is 
good for a trial run to see 
what you’ll need to take along 
on a more elaborate trip. 

It is possible to camp with 
little special equipment adults 
can manage with iust sleeping 
bags. Because children need 
more protection from' the de- 
ments as well as possible in- 
sect bites, Mrs. Judy thinks 
that cam ping with a tent is 
better for families. 

The Judys’ tenting equipm- 
ent has grown from one large 
one, which has space for the 
whole family - - but just bare- 
ly -- to a total of four: three 
small bedroom Cents have be- 
en added. They had the luxu- 
ry of a Judy “village” at Aq- 
aba, but Dlan to rough It at 
Wadi Rumm on an up-coming 
trip with just -the three small 
ones. 

The children like the feeling 
of freedom and independence 
within the familv circle. Once 
a private site is chosen, they 
can yell, explore, be on then- 
own. 

In planning a camping trip 
a major problem to consider 
is water, which is unavailable 
in some places for washing 
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up as well as for drinking. 
Camo location and size cf the 
familv are determining facto- 
rs. The Judys usually cany 
two 20-litre plastic jugs for 
water and also frozen drink- 
ing water in plastic camping 
containers. The?? help keep 
perishable foot cool, and as 
they melt, provide refreshing 
drinking water. The Judys ca- 
rry water purification ablets, 
more as a talisman than for 
practical purposes. “We have 
never used them. The taste is 
so bad, we take our chances 
with local water." 

Favourite campina sites of 
the Judys are in the south: 
Aqaba, Wadi Rumm and Pet- 
ra. Wadi Walla is another 
good spot, though not acces- 
sible by automobile The road 
is rough and the last stretch 
has to be done on foot, but 
it leads to the beautiful wa- 
terfall that makes it ali worth- 
while. 

A car with normal suspen- 
sion wn 20 almost anywhere. 
However, for their trip into 
Wadi Rumm thev are renting 
a vehicle with four-wheel dri- 
ve to take them further into 
the desert than thev have be- 
en before. 

Other tips on camping from 
Mrs. Judy: 

It’s best to plan on at least 




rwo nights for 3 camping trip- 
You want to have the oppor- 
tunity to explore the area ar- 
ound your camp site. 

Bring a prepared meal for 
the first nigh: in camp. After 
the drive and setting up camp, 
everyone is tired and hungry. 

At Aqaba sudden, unexpec- 
ted wind can knock down a 
tent. It’s best to use sand 
pegs which are very long, or 
to weigh down the edges of 
the lent with rocks, even th- 
ough the weather is dear and 
calm when you have made 
camp. 

In tee desert have warm 
bedding. Temperature can drop 
suddenly when the sun goes 
down. 

Camp stoves and lanterns 
with fuel refills are inexpen- 
sive and available at local su- 
permarkets. it is not practical 
to expect to find wood for 
a fire. “Before we bought a 
lantern, when the sun went 
down, so did we.” 

Food in tins is useful to 
supplement the fresh food you 
bring. 

It may be impossible to find 
shade. Wear comfortable, lo- 
ose clo thin g like a rnffan , and 
some sort" "of headgear. 

Know where to get petrol, 
or bring an emergency supply 
along.

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Fukuda rejects calls 
for protectionism in 
Japanese trade, says 
economic crises may 
endanger world peace 

NEW YORK, May 5 (R). — Japanese Prime Minister Takeo Fukuda said 
last night world stability and peace could be endangered by the present 
international economic crisis. In the only public speech scheduled during 
his week-long visit to the United States, Mr. Fukuda indirectly criticised 
calls in Congress for greater protectionism in view of Japan’s huge balance 
of trade surplus and appealed for fully free trade. 



Arab group plans to 

buy Puerto Rico oil 

refinery, says paper 

KUWAIT, May 5 (R). — A group of Arab businessmen, main- 
ly Saudis and Kuwaitis, is secretly negotiating to buy an oil 
refinery In Puerto Rico, a Kuwaiti newspaper said here today. 

In a report from its Washington correspondent, the daily 
AI Qabas said if the proposed deal were successfully conclu- 
ded, it would be the first Arab move into oil refineries on wh- 
ich the U.S. market depended. 

It said negotiations had been held under strict secrecy in 
Washington between a representative of the Arab group and 
the American and Canadian owners of the Commonwealth 
Oil Refinery, which was facing economic difficulties. 

The paper identified the Arab representative as Roget 
Tammers, a Lebanese who it said was the chairman of the 
Luxembourg-based First Arab Corporation. 

It quoted Mr. Tammers as saying his company, which was 
set up in 1974, bad already bought more than 75 per cent of 
Commonwealth Bank in Detroit. 

A! Qabas said die company was owned by Saudi and Ku- 
waiti businessmen, including Saudi Prince Abdullah Qm Mu 
sa’ed and Mr. Ghaith Farioun, a son of Mr. Rashad Farioun, 
special adviser to King KhaJed of Saudi Arabia.

He continually emphasised 
the need for full cooperation 
between the United States and 
Japan in all spheres and pro- 
posed the establishment of a 
joint fund for the advance- 
ment of science and technolo- 
gy, especially nuclear energy. 

Despite Congressional sug- 
gestions that Japan should sp- 
end more on defence, the pri- 
me minister reiterated his co- 
untry’s historic commitment 
to peace, “permanently reject- 
ing the option of becoming a 
military power.” 

After three and a half hours 
of talks on trade and econo- 
mic issues with President Car- 
ter yesterday, he also reject- 
ed suggestions that be was dis- 
satisfied with U.S. measures to 
bolster the dollar against the 
yen. 

The keynote throughout Mr. 
Fukuda’s speech to a luncheon 
given by the Japan Society and 
the U.S. Foreign Policy Asso- 
ciation, was cooperation - - a 
word he used more than 30 
times. 


Much of the speech was de- 
voted to the question of reduc- 
ing Japan's huge trade surplus 
with tie U.S. - - about $9 bil- 
lion for fiscal 1977 - - which 
has been a source of consider- 
able U.S. displeasure. 

But he stressed the res- 
ponsibility the United States 
itself had in this respect. 

He said that as a result of 
Japanese initiatives --a seven 
per cent growth rate target 
for 1978, tariff cuts, liberalising 
quota controls -- “the Japan- 
ese market is today as open 
and accessible as the United 
States, and the opportunities 
for exporting to Japan are gre- 
atly expanded. 

“I hope the United States 
will respond with a redoubling 
of your efforts to promote Am- 
erican exports to Japan, ’’ he 
added. 

Economic problems, he said, 
could not be resolved through 
protectionism and the contrac- 
tion of world trade, but thro- 
ugh liberalism and world trade 
expansion.

Bad news for Carter’s anti-inflation 
campaign as wholesale prices increase 


WASHINGTON, May 5 (R). 
— U.S. wholesale prices last 
month recorded their biggest 
increase in three years and 
are now seven per cent high- 
er than a year ago, the gov- 
ernment said yesterday. 

The Labour Department re- 
ported an increase of 13 per 
cent in wholesale prices in 
April - - the biggest since the 
Producer Price Index, by wh- 
ich wholesale prices are me- 
asured, jumped 1.9 per cent in 
November 1974. This compar- 
es with an 0.6 per cent incre- 


ase in March 1978 and bodes 
ill for President Jimmy Cart- 
er’s anti-inflation drive. 

The president has singled 
out the fight against inflation 
as his number one priority. 
The Carter administration re- 
cently raised the level at wh- 
ich it expected U.S. inflation 
to run this year to 6.75 per 
cent to seven per cent, from 
the six per cent to 6.25 per 
cent originally forecast. 

A major factor in the in- 
crease were food prices which 
have been pushed up by the 


severe winter and smaller me- 
at supplies. Food prices rose 
1.9 per cent in April after a 
4.8 per cent increase in the 
first three months of 1978. 

Mr. Robert Strauss, in ch- 
arge of the White House anti- 
inflation drive, has rejected the 
idea of mandatory wage and 
price controls to combat in- 
flation. 

The new Chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Board, Mr. 
William Miller, has identified 
the inflationary spiral as the 
most troubling of the United 


States’ fundamental economic 
problems. 

If food prices are excluded, 
other wholesale prices rose by 
one per cent in April, compar- 
ed with an 0.5 per cent in- 
crease in March. 

Consumer durable goods sh- 
owing the fastest price incre- 
ases were jewellery, cars, floor 
coverings, furniture and app- 
liances, according to the Lab- 
our Department. The price of 
petrol and some home heating 
fuels, which had declined in 
March and February, also rose 
in April. 


Portugal, IMF agree loans FOREIGN EXCHANGE RATES LONDON MARKET REPORT 


LISBON, May 5 (AP). — Portugal announced last night it 
has reached agreement with the International Monetary Fund 
on austerity measures to unblock $800 million in Western 
emergency loans, but declined to say what the measures were. 

Informed sources speculated that the steps included a fur- 
ther devaluation of the escudo, another rise in bank lending 
rates as a means of restricting credit, and a reduction in the 
$1.5 billion national payments deficit to $1 billion or less over 
a 12-month period. 

The IMF had reportedly demanded tougher terms in inter- 
mittent bargaining that began late last year, but Prime Minis- 
ter Mario Soares’s Socialist-Conservative government was said 
to have convinced IMF negotiators that harsh controls would 
damage the economy rather than help it.

KHARTOUM, (F.T.) — Arabic 
is a direct and expressive lan- 
guage. Faced with the largest 
area of swamp land in the 
world on . the upper reaches 
of the River Nile in southern 
Sudan, the Arabs resorted to 
no false romanticism. They 
called it the Sudd, meaning 
blockage. 

Since the late nineteenth 
century when travellers and 
explorers first experienced the 
blockage --so vast that pro- 
fessional estimates of the si- 
ze of the swamps vary bet- 
ween six thousand and one 
hundred thousand square kilo- 
metres -- politicians and en- 
gineers have sought a way 
round this water-logged kink 
in the Nile. 

Canal scheme 

Solutions have centred on 
the idea of a canal leading the 
Nile waters away from the 
Sudd. An Anglo-Egyptian te^ 
am surveyed such a project 
back in 1938 and again in 1954. 
Today the Sudanese and Eg- 
yptian governments are Invol- 
ved in a joint scheme to bu- 
ild a 175 mile canal cutting 
out the meandering reed-ridd- 
en loop of the Sudd. 

But they are experiencing 
another and unexpected imp- 
ediment -- the concerted op- 
position of ecologists protest- 


ing against the potential da- 
mage to fauna and flora and 
to the nomadic lifestyles of 
the cattle breeding tribesmen 
of the area. So they are now 
having to modify their plans. 

The proposed Jonglei Canal 
(called after the village at its 
southern end) is planned to 
promote better communica- 
tions between north and south 
Sudan and conserve for irri- 
gated agriculture in Sudan 
and Egypt, ten per cent of 
the 42b n. square metres of 
water currently lost through 
evaporation and seepage in 
the Sudd. 

According to the Sudanese 
Commissioner of the Jonglei 
Scheme, Abdullahi Ibrahim, 
the Sudd is a “wasteful mea- 
ns of subsistence” jvhile the 
Jonglei Canal promises to be 
an “instrument of national in- 
tegration.” Most of die rivers 
of Europe and the United Sta- 
tes have had their courses 
substantially altered, he arg- 
ues. Sudan should now be al- 
lowed to go ahead and build 
similar schemes herself. 

Ecological repercussions 

Not so, shout the ecologists 
headed by the Kenyan, Oscar 
Mann, who presented a sixty- 
page refutation of the Jonglei 
Schemes to the United Nations 
Conference on Desertification 
last year. 

The current scheme would

have “very grave ecological 
repercussions," he says. Mr. 
Mann alleges that: 

* Diversion through the ca- 
nal would cut down the volu- 
me of water lost through eva- 
poration and seepage in the 
Sudd. This would have severe 
climatic effects, leading to 
perhaps further desert encro- 
achment in Sudan and neigh- 
bouring countries. 

* Much of the diverted wa- 
ter would be stored in the 
Aswan Dam and lost to the 
atmosphere there, thus negat- 
ing any gains for Egypt. 

* Partial drainage of the 
swamps would lead to total 
breakdown of swamp ecology, 
“severely affecting" natural 
fauna and flora ranging from 
fish and hippopotami to birds 
and papyrus. 

•The regulatory and filter- 
ing effects of the Sudd would 
be lost- Floods would there- 
fore become more widespread 
while minerals and silts flow- 
ing north would encourage 
weed and, far from opening 
up the river, would clog it 
further. 


•The 600,000 Nuer, Shill uk 
and Dinka tribesmen in the 
area would be cut off from 
their seasonal grazing land by 
the canal, while proposed ir- 
rigated agricultural schemes 
would disrupt their well-bal- 
anced life-style leading to 
“extremely mortifying" short 
term changes in their culture. 

Sudanese officials deny the- 
se allegations vehemently. 
Abdullahi Ibrahim told me in 
Khartoum that the swamps 
would be reduced by no more 
than five per cent, with mi- 
nimal effect on the climate. 
Each billion cubic metres of 
water saved would benefit 
Sudan’s GNP by S25m. and 
would provide important res- 
erves for the country’s deve- 
lopment in the 1980’s. 

Who are ecologists protecting? 

Sudanese Vice President, 
Abel Alier, himself a Dinka 
from Bor at the southern end 
of the proposed canal, spoke 
with more emotion. 

"I know there are problems 
in the area,” he told me in 
the southern region capital of 
Juba. “But people there are 


Report shows changing attitudes in 
U.S. toward marriage relationships

WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 
number of unmarried men and 
women living together in the 
United Stages has more than 
doubled since 1970, .the U.S. 
government reported last we- 
ek. 

And the divorce ratio has 
increased so dramatically in 
the 1970’s that today more 
than one in three marriages 
dissolves. 

A Census Bureau report on 
the marital status and living 
arrangements of Americans 
shows thait as of March . J 977, 
there were 754,000 unrelated 
men and women sharing hou- 
seholds. compared with 327,000 
in 1970. 

"Many of the young people 
who adopt this living arrange- 
ment are in a temporary or 
transitional situation which 
serves as a prelude to enter- 
ing into more conventional 
family living," the report says. 


“Although the Census Bur- 
eau does not collect informa- 
tion on the nature of the per- 
sonal relationship between th- 
ese unmarried couples, it se- 
ems likely that most of them 
were partners, roommates, 
companions or friends.” 

The report shows that the 
divorce ratio increased 79 per 
cent since 1970. That means 
there are now 84 divorced pe- 
rsons for every 1,000 who are 
married, compared to 47 div- 
orced persons in 1970. 

Not necessarily negative 

‘Tills doesn’t, necessarily 
mean' that Americans have a 
negative view of marriage.” 
said Arthur J. Norton, Chief 
of the Census Bureau's Mar- 
riage and Family Statistics 
Branch, “People have a high 
ideal of marriage, and when it 
doesn’t work, many divorce to 
pursue that ideal." 

One result is that four out 
of five of those who divorce 


remarry -- and 40 per cent of 
those divorce again, Mr. Nor- 
ton said. 

Other highlights of the re- 
port show: 

— More people are postpon- 
ing marriage. In 1977, 45 per 
cent of all women age 20 to 
24 were not married, compar- 
ed with 28 per cent In 1960. 
The proportion of men of the 
same age increased from 53 
to 64 per cent in the same 
period. 

— The median age at first 
marriage was 24 for men and 
21.6 for women, an increase 
of a full year for both sexes 
since the mid-1960's. The me- 
dian is the middle point half 
marry younger while half mar- 
ry older. 

— There were 17.7 million 
persons in 1977 who lived alo- 
ne or with an unrelated per- 
son, an increase of 50 per cent 
betwen 1970 and 1977. About 
16 million of these persons 
lived alone. 

— In March 1977, there we- 


re an estimated 8.1 million 
men and women who were 
divorced and not remarried 
compared to 48 million mar- 
ried couples. 


Children with parents 

The report shows that al- 
though there were 5.4 million 
fewer persons under 18 in 1977 
than in 1970, the number of 
children living with only their 
mother Increased by 3 million. 

In 1970, 85 per cent of all 
children under 18 lived with 
two parents, the report sho- 
ws. By 1977, this proportion 
had declined to 79 per cent. 

The figures show that five 
out of every six persons main- 
taining families with no spo- 
use present were women. 

’This finding reflects the 
higher remarriage rate for men 
as well as a greater propen- 
sity for wives to retain the 
children when marriages are 
dissolved.’’ the report said. 
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almost' totally dependent on 
livestock. What we have be- 
en witnessing in the past 25 
years is a perennial flooding 
of our pastures and this has 
been causing a great deal 'of 
concern. 

“Since 1961 over 40 cattle 
camps which used to be pla- 
ces for grazing have become 
habitat not for our cattle but 
for anything which moves in 
the water. 

“Our people are more inte- 
rested in having cattle there 
than the mosquitoes which 
now infest the place. Who do 
these ecologists think they 
are protecting and against 
what? I wish I could get one 
of these elusive people so we 
could discuss what the prob- 
lems are.’’ 

But problems there undoub- 
tedly are, not least of which 
is lack of specific funds to 
dig the canal. Although a Fr- 
ench construction company 
is currently assembling the 
largest excavator in the world 
at the northern end of the 
proposed waterway, potential 
donors are hanging back while 
there are still doubts about 
the side effects of the pro- 
ject. 

Insufficient Information 


Part of the problem is lack 
of sufficient information. Much 
of the current scheme is bas- 
ed on research culled by the 
previous 1954 Anglo-Egyptian 
survey. 

So with the help of a Bri- 
tish livestock consultant, Dr. 
Bill Payne, currently Senior 
UNDP Adviser in Sudan, the 
Jonglei Commission is going 
back and doing Its sums. It is 
initiating specific projects to 
collect data on hydrology, ani- 
mal life and natural resources, 
and the economic and social 
life of the southern tribes. 

As results emerge from the 
current surveys, Mr Payne 
and his teams are making re- 
commendations for modificat- 
ion of the project 

One of the important new 


suggestions Es to change the 
course of the proposed canal, 
running its southern end out 
into the eastern plains. This, 
it is argued, will help form 
a natural barrier against flo- 
oding from the east. It will 
not force 175,000 Dinka cattle 
men to cross the canal in se- 
arch of higher grazing land 
in the rainy season. 

Where further north. Dinka 
and Nuer tribesmen will still 
have to cross the canal with 
their cattle, Mr. Payne sug- 
gests not expensive bridges 
but a mixture of pontoons, 
hand operated ferries and spe- 
cially marked inlets in the 
canal banks where cattle can 
swim across with the current. 


Human dimension 


He also advocates moderni- 
sation of the Dinka livestock- 
ing industry rather than a 
rush towards irrigated agricul- 
tural development schemes. 

In this way the Jonglei sch- 
eme is taking on a more hu- 
man dimension. The Sudan 
government appears to be ta- 
king to heart the recommen- 
dations of Professor Thayer 
Scudder of the California Ins- 
titute of Technology, Report- 
ing on socio-economic research 
in the Jonglei region in 1976. 
Prof. Scudder wrote, “The 
•hit-and-run* or fly-by-night 
style of research which has 
been done for most of the de- 
velopment projects in the wo- 
rld today cannot yield the ex- 
pected results in... an area 
like the one of Jonglei.”

U.S. House body asks Carter to 
limit PLO participation in U.N. 


WASHINGTON. May 5 (AP). 
— The U.S. House of Repre- 
sentatives International Rela- 
tions Committee adopted a re- 
solution yesterday calling on 
the United States to discoura- 
ge the Palestine Liberation Or- 
ganisation's participation in 
the United Nations. 

The resolution was adopted 
on a voice vote as an amend- 
ment to the State Departme- 
nt’s $1.3 billion budget autho- 
risation. It was offered by re- 
presentatives Lester Wolff, 
New York Democrat, and Ed- 
ward Derwinski, Illinois Re- 
publican. 


The proposal specifically ur- 
ged President Jimmy Carter to 
direct U.N. Ambassador And- 
rew Young to oppose any move 
extending the mandate of the 
Special Unit on Palestinian 
Rights and the Committee on 
the Exercise of the Inalienable 
Rights of the Palestinian Pe- 
ople. 

Both committees are part of 
the U.N. Secretariat.

GLENDALE, California, May

offender shot to death during 
an apparent kidnap attempt is 
being considered a suspect >n 
the chain of 13 grisly murders 
known as the “Hillside Stran- 
gler** case. 

Richard Reynolds, shot six 
times in a gun battle in which 
29-year-old Roxanne Barnwell 
also died, “is a very good sus- 
pect in the case, even though 
he’s dead," Glendale notice ch- 
ief Duane Baker said yester- 
day. 


However, a Los Angeles po- 
liceman who acts as spokes- 
man for the Hillside Strangler 
Task Force said there was no 
hard evidence Unking Reynolds 
with other crimes. Baker con- 
ceded that if Reynolds were 
alive "we would not have a 
case to arrest him or evidence 
to bring him to trial. We’re 
just hoping that the informa- 
tion will pan out." 

Reynolds and Mrs. Barnwell 
apparently killed each other 
early Monday inside the wo-

the head and five more times 
in the chest, police said. 

“It appears that Richard 
Reynolds was attempting to 
kidnap Mrs. Barnwell." Baker 
said at a news conference. 

The blood-spattered car with 
the two bodies inside was fo- 
und only a block from where 
two of the strangler victims 
lived. Inside the car were two 
small calibre handguns.

Mr. Gandhi, 31, was taken 
into custody and ordered to 
Delhi’s Tihar Jail, where hun- 
dreds of political prisoners we- 
re held during the 1975-1977 
emergency rule of his mother!

A three-judge Supreme Cou- 
rt panel headed by Chief Jus- 
tice Y. V. Chandrachud earlier 
ruled chat his bail should be 
cancelled. At that time, he 
was placed under guard and a 
police jeep followed him to 
the Delhi lower court hearing 
his case. 

Under Indian law. the Sup- 
reme Court could not order 
Mr. Sanjay Gandhi arrested. 
Howe' er, "the lower court or- 
dered him into custody and 
set Monday for the next ses- 
sion of his trial.

He had therefore forfeit- 
ed his right to remain free," 
the highest court added. 

The ruling said that Mr, 
Gandhi's bail should be caned- 
led only for one month. U said 
that should allow the govern- 
ment enough time to question 
its witnesses.
